Al the start af the new year President A. T. Mercier ad- 
dressed this message to all Southern Pacific men and women: 

N ‘TAKING OVER the office of president of our 

Company, I realize fully the obligations in- 
volved, especialy ac this time. I 
am keenly aware, also, ] must 
have the active cooperation of 
Southern Pacific people in all 
branches of the service—and 1 
know T can depend upon that. 

Our first duty is to our govern- 
ment in the war, 

The railroads are America’s 
No. 1 war and defense industry. 
The government depends on us to 
carry troops, equipment and sup- 
plics, Because our country is en- 
gaged in a two-ocean conflict 


present crisis. Our new equipment purchase pro- 
gram for the three years 1940, 1941, and 1942 
involves a total expenditure of more than $50,- 
000,000 for new locomotives, freight and pas- 
senger cars. Additions may be 
expected as circumstances indi- 
cate and as the governing war- 
time priorities permit. 

We have reduced the number 
of locomotives and cars out of 
service for repair to an all-time 
low. At the same time a great pro- 
gram of extension and improve- 
ment of terminal and line facili- 
ties has been under way for many 
months and is continuing— 
longer passing tracks, new rail 
and ballast, extension of central

nels of land transportation fink- 

ing the two oceans. War factories depend on us to 
carry their raw materials, parts for assembly, and 
finished products. 1n this way the whole industrial 
war effort rests basically on the railroads, and thus 
far the railroads have done a job unexcelled by 
any industry. 

All of Us Can Help 

Among the railroads, none is more strategically 
positioned than our own. Thus Southern Pacific 
people have an extraordinary responsibility. 

I know the men and women of this railroad. 1 
know they will do their part, and more. 

I take this means of suggesting definitely some 
of the ways each of us may help: 

1. Be safe, careful, thorough and alert in every 
action. 

2. Don’t give information that may help the 
enemy. Don’t gossip with your fellows or outsiders 
about matters that may affect transportation of 
war materials or troop movements. 

3. Keep your eyes and ears open; report any 
suspicious circumstances to your superier officer. 

4. Get the most out of our equipment and urge 
shippers to cooperate. 

5. Save metals and other materials. 

6. Be patient, courteous and cooperate among 
yourselves and with our customers. Be especially 
considerate of men in military service. Help new 
fellow:employes. Remember, many people may be 
excited or impatient. Keep your head and -your 
teraper; get the job done with good teamwork.

Much of the improvement of 
our plant has been made possible by increased in- 
come from the record volume of business handled, 
though we received 26 per cent less per ton-mile 
on 1941 traffic than we did on the traffic of 1929. 

We met great and unusual difficulties in 1941, 
and some of these, much to our regret, caused 
delays and inconveniences to our shippers and 
passengers, just as the difficulties encountered by 
other major industries caused inconvenience to 
their customers. But with the thorough-going 
cooperation of government officers and our reg- 
ular shippers these difficulties were overcome, sa 
that the delays and inconveniences were not wide- 
spread nor of long duration. 

Confident of Result 

Our most critical task and our greatest oppor- 
tunity are at hand. We have planned and are con- 
tinuing to plan carefully for every eventuality. 
But no one can foresee all future emergencies, and 
this means we will have to meet unexpected situ- 
ations resourcefilly and with cool heads. 

T have no doubt about the result, In equipment 
and facilities we have the best tools we have ever 
had to work with. There are no better railroaders 
than those of Southern Pacific. We. are.going to 
do the greatest job in our history—for our coun- 
try, our people and our rights as free men. We 
are going to do it calmly, with intelligence and 
efficiency. - 

At the opening of the new year, I send you this 
message of appreciation and faith, with my very 
best personal wishes to you and yours. .

ARMAND THEODORE MERCIER, who thirty- 
» eight years ago entered Southern Pacific service 


as @ transitman and clerk to a roadmaster at Los 
Angeles, on December 11 was elected president of the 
Company at a meeting of the board of directors in 
San Francisco. He was also named a director and a 
member of the executive committee. Mr, Mercier had 


been a vice president since 1938. 


In his long service with Southern Pacific, he has had 
broad experience in al! phases of the railroad’s far-flung 
operations. As an engineer, he personally supervised 
the building of many of the railroad’s important struc- 
tures. As an operating man, he served both as division 
superintendent and as general manager of the oper- 
ating department. In the executive and administrative 
field, he has headed a number of Southern Pacific sub- 
sidiary. companies as well as working closcly, as vice 
president, with the late President A. D. McDonald 


during the past three years. 


Wide Acquaintanceship 


Always interested in the people with whom he has 
worked, Mr. Mercier is credited with knowing as many 


of the thousands of employes of the 
railroad by name as any man in the 
Southern Pacific organization. 

A native of New Orleans and son 
of the late Dr. C. S. Mercier, he was 
educated in New Orleans public 
schools, Rugby Academy and Tulane 
University, graduating in 1903 as a 
civil engineer. 

He came west in 1904 to join the 
railroad as transitman and road- 
master’s clerk, and has since devoted 
his entire career to Southern Pacific 
service, Shortly. he became a gang 
foreman. In 1906 he was made an 
assistant engineer and actively par- 
ticipated in the huge project under- 
taken by the railroad at the request 
of President Theodore Roosevelt to 
save the Imperial Valley and city of 
Yuma from Colorado River flogd 
damage. 

Early in 1907 he was named gen- 
eral foreman and engineer of bridges 
and buildings, in charge of steel 
bridge construction, with headquar- 
ters in Los Angeles, and Jater the 
same year he was appointed engineer 
and general foreman in charge of 
terminal construction work at San 
Pedro and Los Angeles. 

Division Officer 
> A-year later he was assistant divi- 
sion engineer of the Los Angeles 
Division,.in 1911 assistant district en- 
-gineer of the southern district, in 1912 
division engineer of the San Joaquin 


!.Division, and in 1913 division engineer 
“af ‘the ‘Los Angeles Division: In 1917 


he was appointed assistant superinten- 
dent of the Shasta Division, and a year 
Jater became superintendent of the 
Portland Division, 

In 192L Mr. Mercier was named 
general manager of the San Diego & 
Arizona Railway at San Diego, and in 
1929 president and general manager of 
that company. Two years later he be- 
came vice president and general man- 
ager of the Pacific Electric Railway at 
Los Angeles, the largest interurban 
electric rail system in the world. 

He returned to the parent Southern 
Pacific Company in 1933 as general 
manager, and in 1938 was elected vice 
president in the executive department. 


Comment From the Press 


Typical of the reaction of the press 
to Mr. Mercier’s appointment to the 
presidency is the following excerpt 
from Railway Age magazine of De- 
cember 13: 

“The volume of traffic that the rail- 
roads will be called upon to carry, now 
that we are actively engaged in a 
‘shooting’ war is, as yet, indeterminate, 
but one thing is certain—that with ac- 
tive warfare in the Pacific, the role of 
the Southern Pacific System will be a 
large one and its responsibilities will 
be great. Realizing this, it is especially 
significant that the Southern Pacific 
has ‘chosen ‘an operating man who 
knows how to ‘keep the wheels rolling” 
to guide this vast transportation sys~

Inspiration for Youth 


And from the Bakersfield Califor- 
nian: “Many youths with the advan- 
tage of university education have ex- 
pressed regret at the lack of opportu- 
nities in this land of ours despite the 
advantages of collegiate courses. They 
might well read the story of the life of 
Armand T, Mercier, who has just been 
elected president of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad. Opportunity and effort 
run hand in hand.” 

The San Jose Mercury-Herald ob- 
served that Mr. Mercier’s “promotion 
to the chief office of one of the world’s 
jargest railroad systems comes after 
38 years of distinguished service 
and at a time when demands upon it 
require the utmost talent.”

ECENT appointments in the

Francisco advanced D. J. Russell 
from the position of assistant to 
president to that of vice president, 
effective December 18, and V. S.

Mr. Russell, who had held his re- 
cent position since July 1 last year, 
began his railroad career with 
Southern Pacific in 1920 after com- 
picting his schooling at Stanford 
University. He started as assistant 
foreman of a maintenance of way 
gang on the Sacramento Division 
during the period when much 
double-tracking and reconstruction 
work was under way. Advancement 
came rapidly for him through the 
Engineering and Operating Depart- 


Former SP’ers in Thick of Battles 


NE railroader, Lieutenant William Grover Syl- 
vester, former locomotive fireman at Bakers- 
field, is known to have lost his life and several other 
SP’ers have seen action—lots of it—in the war now 


raging in the Pacific. 


Lieutenant Sylvester, probably the first SP em- 
ploye serving with U. S. forces to lose his life in 
World War 11, was killed when Jap bombers 
treacherously attacked Pearl Harbor and the Ha- 
jan area the morning of December 7. Sylvester 
was a member of the Army Reserve Officers Corps 
when on July 23, 1940, he said goodbye to Bakers- 
field friends and reported to Fort Monroe, Virginia, 
for instruction in anti-aircraft artillery. After com- 
pleting the course he was an instructor at Fort 
Rosecrans, San Diego, for a short time before being 
transferred first to Fort Kamehameha and then to

Fort Weaver, Hawaii. 


Other deaths among former SP employes have 
been rumored, but to date the Budletin has been un- 
able to confirm the reports, Ramon Garcia, who was 
a section laborer on Rio Grande Division, and son 
of veteran employe Enlalio Garcia of Deming, New 
Mexico, was officially reported killed in action in the 
Philippines, but later was declared safe. 

A fighting railroader who has already been 
rewarded with a distinguished service cross for ex- 
traordinary bravery, is Licutenant Car! Parker Gies, 


formerly a draftsman at Dunsmuir. 
News report stated that Lieutenant 
Gies on December 10 was gaining 
altitude for patrol over another field, 
accompanied by one other pilot, 
when he received a sadio report that 
his own field w being strafed, 
“Although he realized he was greatly 
outnumbered,” the citation said, “and 
with complete disregard for the great 
personal. risk involved, this pilot 
(Gies) dove through overcast sky 
into the midst of: more:than twenty

hostile craft and downed one enemy 
airplane. Upon rejoining his com- 
panion airplane, they were immedi- 
ately attacked hy three enemy fight- 
ers. Gies’ furious attack sent one 
raider crashing and dispersed the two 
remaining enemy airplanes. His skill 
and determination enabled Gies to fly 
his badly damaged plane back.” 

News is anxiously awaited from 
other SP men known to ‘be in the 
battle zones.

FoR the eleven months ended No- 

vember 30, Railway Operating 
Reventies of Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System amountea to $270,- 
022,343, or $59,574,472 more than the 
revenues for the came period of 1940; 
a 28 per cent increase. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $182,168,- 
028, or $27,878,944 more than the ex- 
penses for the same period of last year; 
an 18 per cent increase. 

Federal retirement and unemploy- 
ment insurance taxes amounted to 
$7,138,776 and other railway taxes 
$12,365,483; a total-of $19,504,259, 
After deducting these ‘taxes and 
$13,641,754 of net rentals for use of 
equipment ‘and joint facifities, there 
was left Net Railway Operating In- 
come of $54,708,302, or $26,650,456 
more’ than..the net railway’ operating 
income for’the eleven-months of 1940.

Retroactive Pay Checks 
Are Being Rushed 
By Big Staff 


THE basic rates of pay of many 
groups of railroad employes have 
been increased effective December J, 
1941, with retroactive increase for the 
period September 1, 1941, to November 
30, 1941, 

Approximately 60,000 employes of 
Southern Pacific Company - Pacific 
Lines will receive back pay for services 
rendered during September, October 
and Novembe-, 1941, Separate pay 
checks will be issued for each of these 
months. Approximately 180,000 indi- 
vidual pay checks will thus be issued 
to our employes. 

Due to the large number of employes 
affected and various different bases of 
compensation involved, the computa- 
tion of amounts due, compilation of 
the payrolls, and preparation of back 
pay checks for cach of the months of 
September, October and November, 
1941, involves an exceptionally large 
volume of work. 

To accomplish the issuance of checks 
at the earliest date practicable, how- 
ever, special large day and night forces 
were organized and the work was 
commenced early in December. These 
special forces are comprised of clerks, 
calculator machine operators and typ- 
ists, numbering in all well over 100 
people, A section of this large staff is 
shown in the picture on this page. 

Separate delivery will be made of 
back pay checks for each of the months 
September, October and November, 
1941. It is expected that deliveries will 
be made at intervals during the period 
January 15 to February 20, 1942, exact 
delivery dates not being determinable

FACTS ABOUT TAX 


AILROADERS: Very soon 
now, Uncle Sam will be tapping 
you on the shoulder to present a tax 
bill that is one of the largest in our 
history. As you know, Uncle Sam is 
not taking “no” from any one re- 
garding this particular request, so 
the sooner you find out just what 
your particular tax is, and make ar- 
rangements for paying it, the better 
off you will be. 

For your convenience in estimat- 
ing just what your 1941 taxes will be, 
Secretary of the Treasury H. Mor- 
genthau, Jr., has issued a small pam- 
phiet entitled “Know Your Taxes,” 
which gives five tables of tax com- 
putation according to annual income. 
As it will prove a valuable aid in esti- 
mating your tax expense, every wage 
earner is urged to review this pam- 
phiet. Copies may be obtained from 
the Federal Reserve Bank in your 
district or direct from the Treasury 
Department in Washington, D. C. 

And to further simplify the compu- 
tation of your tax, the U. $. Treasury 
has issued a recent pamphlet entitled 
“How to File Your Income Tax” that 
does everything but write out the tax 
blank for small taxpayers (gross in- 
come under $3,000). This booklet will 
be found most useful and may also be 
obtained from the Treasury Dept.
